This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.821 through 1.825 for the reason(s) set forth below or on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent

SEQ. ID. numbers 22 and 24 are drawn to antisense primers. These sequences are listed in the 5' to 3' direction as per 
required by the sequence rules. However, sections <213> of both sequences list that the sequences are Mus musculus or Homo 
sapiens in origin. This is incorrect, because said sequences are artificial (eg. they are antisense primers listed in the 5' to 3* 
direction). Thus section <213> needs to be changed in the paper and CRF copy to indicate that said sequences are artificial. It 
also appears that further description of said sequences as antisense primers would be required in section <223>.
